This  is  the  immigrant  ancestor  of 
the  Gamble  name  and  we  have  a  number 
of  interesting  legends  concerning 
him.  The  family  in  Ireland  were  land¬ 
ed  gentry  and  from  the  evidence  avail¬ 
able  in  wills,  marriage  contracts  and 
deeds  would  seem  to  have  been  quite 
prosperous.  One  of  the  more  prevalent 
stories  concerning  William  had  it 
that  he  was  a  student  at  ei ther  the 
University  of  Dublin  or  Dublin  Col¬ 
lege  when  he  killed  an  English  of¬ 
ficer  in  a  duel  and  was  forced  to 
flee  the  country.  He  was  supposed 
to  have  hidden  in  a  'crate  of  cab¬ 
bages'  and  been  smuggled  aboard  a 
ship  bound  for  America.  He  later  sent 
for  his  bride,  Nancy,  who  followed 
him  shortly  thereafter  to  America. 

In  any  event  he  seems  to  have  been  a 
good  business  man.  He  first  settled 
near  Philadelphia,  thence  to  Zanes¬ 
ville,  thence  to  Sunbury  and  from 
there  to  Huron  County,  Ohio.  He  suc¬ 
cessfully  engaged  in  lumber,  freight¬ 
ing,  farming  and  the  distillery  busi¬ 
ness.  His  children  seem  to  have  en¬ 
joyed  a  good  education  since  a  number 
of  them  went  into  professional  fields, 
b  24/25  May  1772.  Some  records  indi¬ 
cate  Glasgow  as  her  birth  place  and 
other  sources  say  "south  of  the  Bor¬ 
der".

One  set  of  records 
shows  him  to  have  died  at  age  nine¬ 
teen  another  gives  his  age  as  under 
two  years  at  time  of  death.  Possibly 
he  is  a  grand  son  of  Jeddediah  and 
Sarah . 


*  NOTE:  Lavina  Collins  and  Albert  M.  Collins  were  brother  and  sister. 

They  wed  John  R. Gamble  and  Sarah  Gamble  who  were  also  brother 
and  sister.  The  Albert  M.  Collins  mentioned  here  is  "Uncle 
Albert"  the  writer  of  the  letter  appearing  in  the  final  pages.

My  re¬ 
search  unearthed  the  interesting 
fact  that  a  James  Collins,  a  quarter 
gunner  aboard  the  USS  Constitution 
died  of  small  pox  at  Cape  Francis 
21  Oct  1799.  This  is  the  only  record 
that  would  seem  to  fit  our  Jeddediah 
Records  and  particularly  the  spell¬ 
ing  of  names  was  handled  rather  hap¬ 
hazardly  in  those  times  and  this 
could  well  have  been  our  ancestor. 


*  NOTE:  There  are  descendants  of  these  Gambles  still  living  in  County 
Antrim.  I  made  contact  with  them  in  1957  and  have  remained  in 
touch.  Much  of  the  data  concerning  the  Gambles  in  North  Ire¬ 
land  has  been  contributed  by  them. 

**N0TE:  The  above  refered  and  previously  mentioned  (foot  note  Ps4) 
'Albert  Collins  Letter*  was  written  by  Albert  to  his  niece, 
Sarah  Jane  Gamble  (9).  The  letter  appears  in  its  entirety 
at  the  end  of  this  work.

Land  Evidence  Book 
No. 2  shows  him  deeding  a  parcel  of 
land  to  John  Collins  of  Stonington, 
Conn.  He  is  identified  in  these  re¬ 
cords  as  having  been  a  blacksmith. 

He  is  also  called  a  blacksmith  - 
"ironmaster"  is  the  phrase-  in  the 
Albert  Collins  Letter.  The  previous¬ 
ly  mentioned  book  also  shows  Jedded- 
i ah  buying  land  from  one  James  Petty 
on  1  April  1762.  This  would  indicate 
that  he  was  old  enough  to  have  ser¬ 
ved  in  the  French  and  Indian  War  as 
mentioned  in  the  "Letter".  He  was 
very  definitely  a  resident  of  Rich¬ 
mond,  R.l.  in  1769  and  1770.

Slain  by  Indians  in 
the  Wyoming  massacre.  His  body  was 
not  recovered.  Constant  is  mentioned 
in  a  number  of  books  and  seems  to 
have  been  a  patriot  in  the  fullest 
sense.  Apparently  he  moved  to  the 
Wyoming  Valley-then  a  part  of  Conn¬ 
ecticut,  now  in  Luzerne  County,  Pa.- 
In  1  773.  One  reference  (pg .  1 4o, Bar¬ 
nes  History)  is  quoted  as  saying 
that  he  was  in  the  Continental  Army 
for  some  time  previous  to  his  death 
and  that  he  spent  the  winter  of 
1777/73  at  Valley  Forge  and  was  home 
on  furlough  at  the  time  of  the  mass¬ 
acre.  Another  reference  has  him  join 
i  ng  or  rejoining  the  Army  about  the 
first  of  Jan.  1778  in  Westmorland, 
Conn.,  in  a  Captain  Ransom  s  Company 
At  any  rate  his  son, Constant, Jr.  was 
a  Captain  and  was  in  command  of  the 
detachment  General  Washington  sent 
to  get  the  women  and  children  back 
to  safety  after  the  massacre.  After 
the  war  the  widow  (Hannah)  returned 
to  the  Valley  in  1730  and  settled  at 
Pittston.

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THE  ALBERT  M.  COLLINS  LETTER 

Albert  M.  Collins  (son  of  Jedediah  and  Sarah  Searle  Collins)  wrote 
this  letter  to  his  neice,  Sarah  Gamble  Soule,  daughter  of  John  R,  and 
Lavina  Collins  Gamble.  The  letter  is  presented  in  its  entirety.  My 
comments  will  be  enclosed  In  double  parentheses  thusly  ((  )). 


Benton  Harbor  ((Mich.))  Feb  17th, 1880. 

Dear  Sis- 

Yours  of  the  8th  Inst  Is  received,  we  were  all  glad  to 
hear  from  you  again  and  that  your  mother's  health  was  as  good  as  could 
be  expected.  You  state  that  you  are  now  an  old  woman  and  wear  spec¬ 
tacles  and  grey  hair,  that  is  the  lot  of  us  all  we  must  come  to  that 
state  sooner  or  or  later,  ((at  the  time  this  letter  was  written  to  her 
"Aunt  Sis",  as  she  was  called,  was  forty  six  years  old.  She  lived  to 
be  eighty  three)).  Sorry  to  hear  of  John's  loss  ((do  not  know  to  what 
he  refers  here  but  it  may  have  been  the  loss  of  a  child.  His  nephew, 

John  R  II  lost  two  children  as  infants))  but  we  must  submit  to  the 
will  of  God.  He  does  all  things  for  the  best.  We  had  a  very  mild  win¬ 
ter  here,  no  cold  weather  since  the  first  of  January.  More  like  April 
than  winter.  No  sleighing.  About  the  first  of  Dec  snow  fell  about  3 
inches  which  is  all  we  have  had  until  last  night  we  got  about  as  much 
more  which  is  going  off  today  now  warm  and  pleasant.  You  ask  about 
Franks  wife,  he  married  a  Miss  Plumb.  They  live  with  us.  Now  as  to 
your  new  acquaintance  Mr.  Sweatland.  I  know  that  there  was  a  family  of 
that  name  that  lived  on  or  near  the  battle  ground  of  the  massacre  of 
Wyoming.  His  name  was  Bel  don  Sweatland,  He  had  a  brother  who  emegrated 
west  and  settled  in  Bloomfield,  Delaware  County,  Ohio.  One  of  his  sons 
boarded  at  our  house  and  went  to  school  in  Sunbury,  Ohio.  Your  mother 
will  recollect  it.  I  have  no  knowledge  they  were  any  connection  of  ours,. 

I  now  will  try  to  reply  to  your  request.  All  my  know¬ 
ledge  is  by  tradition.  What  I  have  heard  my  father  and  mother  tell  me; 

My  mother  had  the  records  of  the  Searls  family  complete  far  back  long 
before  the  parent  stock  came  from  England  but  Judge  Carrington  Searls 
came  to  our  house  and  borrowed  it  and  agreed  to  return  it  but  never 
has  done  so.  I  cannot  go  farther  back  than  that  my  grandfather  Searls 
(his  given  name  was  either  Constant  or  Roger)  ((it  was  Constant))  em¬ 
igrated  from  Conneticut  to  Wyoming.  He  had  3  sons  and  four  daughters. 
Constant,  William  and  Roger.  The  daughters  were  Elizabeth,  Hannah, 

Rugh  and  Sarah  (my  mother).  Elizabeth  married  Captain  Hewitt  who  was 
killed  at  the  battle  of  Wyoming.  Ruth  married  a  man  by  the  name  of 
Crary  who  settled  near  Oneida  Lake,  N.  Y.  I  think  Hannah  married  a 
man  by  the  name  of  Atwater  who  settled  in  the  same  place,  ((he  does 
not  name  the  youngest  child,  James,  who  married  a  girl  named  Abigail 
Thurston)),  ((compare  with  the  issue  of  numbers  23  &  24  of  the  gene¬ 
alogy)). 

Constant,  Jr.,  was  a  Captain  in  Washington's  Army,  After 
the  battle  ((it  is  assumed  he  means  after  the  Wyoming  Massacre))  Con¬ 
stant,  Jr.'s  Company  was  in  a  detachment  Washington  sent  to  guard  the 
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people  through  to  Connecticut,  Constant  Jr,,  was  subsequently  taken 
prisoner  and  confined  in  the  old  prison  ship  Jersey,  Arter  the  war 
[  v/as  over  he  settled  in  Providence  on  the  Lackawanna  River,  He  had  two 
sons,  Constant  III  and  Lyman, 

Roger  and  William  were  both  In  the  battle  of  Wyoming. 
After  the  war  they  both  returned  from  Connecticut  and  settled  in  Pitt* 
ston,  Luzern  County,  Pa,  Wm  had  3  sons  and  4  daughter.  Miner,  William 
Jr.,  and  Carrington,  Miner  died  in  the  Black  Swamp,  Ohio  a  government 
surveyor.  Carrington  studied  law  and  subsequently  became  a  Judge  in 
Ohio.  Minor's  widow  lived  after  his  death  in  Sunbury.  When  last  ! 
heard  from  her  she  raised  her  family  respectably  there,  William  Searls 
Jr.,  settled  a  few  miles  above  Wllkesbury,  Pa,  The  daughters  were 
Nabby,  Fanny,  Hannah  and  Polly,  Nabby  married  Stephen  Abbot  who  had  3 
sons  and  one  daughter,  John,  Wm,  Fuller  and  Eliza.  Wm  Abbot  lives  near 
Mt  Vernon,  Ohio,  Hannah  married  a  merchant  by  the  name  of  Vonstorck. 

We  used  to  call  him  Sterick.  Your  mother  can  tell  you  all  about  him. 

Polly  married  Elisher  Blakman  whose  son  edited  a  paper 
In  Newark,  Ohio.  When  I  left  Ohio  I  met  him  in  the  Grand  Division  of 
the  Sons  of  Temperance,  He  is  sharper  than  steel,  Fanny  was  an  old 
maid  when  last  we  heard  from  her. 

Uncle  Roger  Searls  had  five  sons  and  three  daughters, 
John,  Daniel,  Milton,  Leonard  and  Rasselas.  Your  mother  told  me  that 
Rasselas  had  made  you  a  visit.  I  cannot  give  you  any  further  infor¬ 
mation  of  Uncle  Roger's  family. 

Now  it  Is  about  time  I  came  back  to  tell  something  about 
Grandfather  Searls,  He  was  in  the  fort  at  Wyoming  when  the  forces  were 
formed  outside  the  fort.  He  was  among  them  but  Captain  Hewitt  sent  him 
back  to  take  care  of  the  women  and  children.  But  when  they  came  to 
count  off  the  men  the  Col.  Denison  said  they  must  have  50  more  men. 
Grandfather  was  the  first  man  that  volunteered.  Then  63  ((this  would 
seem  an  error.  All  other  records  -  and  there  are  many  -  show  him  to 
have  been  just  past  his  fiftieth  birthday  when  he  was  killed))  years 
of  age.  It  was  customary  for  men  that  could  afford  it  to  wear  a  large 
amount  of  silver  and  gold  such  as  shoe  buckles,  knee  buckles,  hat 
buckles,  sleeve  buttons,  broochs  and  the  like.  Grandfather  took  these 
all  off  and  gave  them  to  grandmother  then  joined  the  forces  and  mar¬ 
ched  out  to  battle  and  was  slain  and  his  body  left  with  the  rest  of 
the  killed  to  rot  above  ground.  I  cannot  give  you  any  information  in 
regard  to  the  family  of  my  grandmother.  Have  no  knowledge  even  of  her 
maidenname.  Grandmother  lived  and  died  at  our  house.  She  gave  the 
silver  that  Grandfather  took  from  his  person  before  the  battle  to  my 
mother  who  had  it  made  into  spoons  at  our  house.  I  have  had  the  luck 
to  have  the  spoons  stolen  since  living  in  this  place. 

*Now  Grandfather  Collins  was  of  Irish  descent  if  not 
purely  Irish,  He  was  in  the  old  French  and  English  war,  was  at  the 

*N0TE:  It  would  appear  that  grandsire  Collins  (21)  was  a  mighty  in¬ 
trepid  old  worrior  but  there  is  nothing  to  disprove  the  state¬ 
ments  concerning  his  record  as  a  soldier.  His  age  was  such 
that  he  could  have  been  every  where  the  'letter*  states. 
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taking  of  Quebec  under  General  Wolfe.  After  the  war  he  settled  In  h'op 
kinton,  Washington  County,  Rhode  Island,  His  occupation  was  what  tie, 
in  these  days,  call  an  iron  master.  On  the  breaking  out  of  the  war  or 
the  Revolution  and  the  battle  of  Lexington  he  joined  the  forces  and 
was  at  the  battle  of  Bunker  Hill,  After  the  battle  when  Washington 
took  command  of  the  forces  and  the  British  left  Boston  Washington 
moved  his  force  to  New  York.  Whether  Grandfather  went  there  and  was 
in  the  battle  of  Long  Island  I  don't  know  but  he  was  in  the  great 
battle  of  Saratoga  under  General  Gates  and  the  surrender  of  Sir  John 
Burgoyne  with  his  7,000  red  coats  and  all  his  artillery.  After  this 
he  got  transferred  to  the  Infant  Navy  and  was  cruising  in  the  Mediter¬ 
ranean  and  was  taken  down  with  small  pox  and  died  and  was  buried  at 
sea . 

' 

I  cannot  give  you  any  Information  in  regard  to  my  Grand¬ 
mother.  I  only  know  that  she  sold  the  property  which  she  had  no  right 
to  do  and  which  is  now  worth  a  million  or  more. 

Father  had  an  aunt,  an  old  maid,  living  in  Trenton,  New 
Jersey,  by  the  name  of  Richmond.  She  might  have  been  a  sister  of  my 
grandmother.  She  was  living  there  at  the  time  of  the  battle.  She  car¬ 
ried  Washington  his  breakfast  on  a  large  server.  He  ate  sitting  on  his 
horse.  She  kept  that  server  as  sacred  as  her  Bible  and  never  would 
have  it  used  after . 

I  neglected  to  state  that  my  father  had  3  brothers. 
Rouse,  James  and  Stephen.  Rouse  was  living  in  Hopkington,  Washington 
County,  Rhode  Island  in  1847.  Brother  John  went  to  see  him  at  that 
time.  Stephen  left  Pittston,  Pa.,  about  1 8 1 6  and  has  not  been  heard 
from  since.  James  died  in  the  year  1826.  He  had  quite  a  large  family 
and  I  don't  know  the  names  of  but  two  of  the  children,  Jame  ((sic)) 
and  Nancy,  Nancy  was  living  in  New  York  City  in  1847.  Brother  John 
went  to  see  her  there. 

I  think  this  is  about  all  the  information  I  can  give 
you.  If  you  read  over  this  whole  scroll  to  your  mother  no  doubt  she 
can  enlarge  and  rectify  any  mistakes.  But  I  think  i  have  given  you  a 
correct  history  of  our  family  as  far  as  my  knowledge  extends ,( ("Unci e 
Albert"  -  as  he  was  always  referred  to  by  those  in  the  family  who 
knew  him  -  spent  several  days  writing  this  letter.  The  date  is  now 
Feb  22)) 


Fine  weather  continues  here.  No  snow,  warm  pleasant  days 
with  cool  nights.  There  has  been  a  good  deal  of  sickness  here  this 
winter.  Scarlet  fever,  diphtheria  and  consumption  which  has  proved 
fatal  in  many  cases.  You  say  Miller  got  the  Ledvill  ((?))  fever,  he 
had  better  take  something  to  cool  it  for  they  are  dying  off  by  the 
scores  with  a  new  desease  that  the  doctors  don't  understand.  I  will 
tell  him  of  a  business  that  is  sure  to  make  money  but  he  may  think 
it  slow.  Good  black  walnut  lumber  is  now  worth  in  Chicago  $160*00  per 
M.  I  am  informed  by  good  authority  there  is  any  amount  of  i t  cn  the 
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river  bottoms  of  the  Missouri  that  can  be  had  for  mere  nominal  price. 
Now  if  that  be  so,  which  I  don't  doubt,  there  is  a  fortune  In  It. 

Henry  and  George  will  go  there  next  fall.  Would  be  glad  to  have  Mi  lie'* 
go  with  them  and  take  one  of  the  little  army  mills  which  can  be  moved 
as  quick  as  a  threshing  machine.  Tell  Miller  to  think  the  matter  over 
and  come  make  us  a  visit  and  we  will  discuss  the  matter  more  fully. 

Now  Sis  I  have  written  you  ten  pages,  I  think  you  are  indebted  to  me 
for  ten  postal  cards,  one  every  ten  days.  Love  to  your  mother  and  all 
the  rest.

P  S  With  your  mother's  help  perhaps  you  can  pick  out  enough  from 
these  papers  to  find  out  who  we  al  I  are.  My  mother  used  often  to  say 
that  her  father  descended  from  some  great  one  and  that  he  had  a  great 
coat  of  arms.  Perhaps  his  ancestors  might  have  picked  some  Queen's 
garter  sometime  or  some  other  trifle  which  don't  amount  to  much  these 
democratic  times.  We  are  all  well.  My  love  to  all.

Following  are  two  additional  notes  which  appear  in  the  family  papers: 

Given  by  Rasselas  Searle  to  Grandma  Gamble  ((Lavina 
Collins  Gamble-sister  to  A  .M.Col  1  i  ns) ) ,  who  visited  her  ten  days  before 
her  death,  (30  Jul  1881)  "Constant  Searles  wife  was  Hannah  Miner, 
daughter  of  Seymour  Miner  of  Stonlngton,  Conn.  She  died  and  is  buried 
in  Pittston,  Pa.,  3  Aug  1813.  The  Grandmother  whom  Uncle  Albert  Col¬ 
lins  refers  to  here  as  not  knowing  much  about  was,  before  her  marriage 
to  his  Grandfather,  a  Miss  Adams  ((see22)),  a  near  relative  of  the 
second  President  of  the  United  States."  ((This  statement  does  not 
check  out.  I  have  gone  into  this  relationship  thoroughly  and  if  any 
relationship  existed  it  was  mighty  remote))  And  the  property  he  refers 
to  Is  still  open  to  litigation.  This  I  have  often  been  told  by  my 
mother  who  was  the  second  daughter  of  Jedediah  and  Sarah  Searle  Col¬ 
lins  and  who  was  the  grandaughter  of  this  patriot  who  died  in  the  ser¬ 
vice  of  his  country  and  was  buried  at  sea.  Is/  Sarah  Jane  Gamble 
Sou  1 e,  20  July  1831. 

Jedediah  Collins,  whose  home  was  in  Pittston,  Pa.,  leas¬ 
ed  to  the  school  trustees  about  one  and  three  quarters  acres  of  land 
for  a  site  for  a  school  house.  The  lease  was  to  run  for  99  years.  The 
lease  expired  a  few  years  ago.  There  was  no  claimant  for  the  land  and 
by  some  means  not  known  to  the  heirs  the  land  was  sold  to  the  Rail 
Road  Company,  They  erected  their  machine  shops  and  round  house  on  it 
and  have  It  in  their  possession,  Jedediah  Collins  left  five  children. 
Nancy,  Mrs.  Slocum  whose  daughter  Mrs.  Armstrong  is  yet  living  in  Sun- 
bury,  Ohio.  Lavina  Married  John  R.  Gamble,  Daniel,  Albert  and  John 
Adams  were  the  sons.  These  children  all  left  heirs  whose  whereabouts
